P arty of America, calling the work­ 
ingmen of 
America to arise, 
arm 
themselves and overthrow their cap­ 
italistic governm ents.” 


“ It is part of the obligation facing 
us who would incarnate in life to­ 
day, the spirit and the service of the 
men who sleep beneath the«»> monu­ 
ments, and 
of those 
abor e whose 
heads the poppies blow,” he added. 
“The unify o f1' AhttrSeuahtm wMeh’ 
they have recorded ih th eir death we 
are summoned, of all divergent breeds 
th a t make our Democracy of liberty 
and obligation, to 
perpetuate with 
life,” he declared. 
“ A gainst the forc­ 
es of selfish indolence, of infidelity 
and lawle ssness we m ust wage the 
war they 
fought 
against military 
despotism . 
As the1 men who fought 
at 
G ettysburg defended 
American 
Democracy from Secession, 
we who 
comm emorate G ettysburg must pre­ 
serve it from d isinteg ration . 
“ This dem ands more than m ain­ 
taining our ground; we m ust move to 
new positions. 
Patriotic 
Americans 
have hitherto been content to stay 
within the defenses of 
their silent 
loyalty; they must now take the field 
against these enemies th a t move upon 
peace.

The Dignity of Work
